Nick Roma will take part 
in his first Candlelight Stroll 
this year, knowing the warm 
glow of the candles that light 
the way will help pay for the 
hands that will transform his 
life. 

The Niagara teenager lost 
part of his limbs last year 
while fighting leukemia. 
Septic shock shut down his 
organs and a lack of blood 
flow cost him his hands and 
lower legs. He now has pros¬ 
thetic feet that make it pos¬ 
sible for him to walk, and 
has been fitted for his first 
bionic hand. 

Nick's tenacity is already 
allowing him a remarkable 
level of independence as he 
adjusts to life with no hands, 
learning how to do simple 
things for himself, such as 
eating or using the comput¬ 
er. But the five-motor bionic 
hands he is eagerly antici¬ 
pating will give him fingers 
that will move in response to 
his thoughts, much the same 
as a real hand.

And this year’s 
Chamber of Commerce 
Candlelight Stroll will 
help pay for those hands, 
which cost $60,000 each 
and will need to be

He will start with a 
right hand, and once he’s 
comfortable using it, will 
have the left fitted. 

From the opportunity 
he’s had to try one of the 
bionichands atHamilton’s 
MacMaster Hospital, he 
knows it will change his 
life, but he isn’t sure 
exactly what to expect 
from prosthetic that will 
respond to his com¬ 
mands. 

It’s not going to be an 


easy task learning to con¬ 
trol the muscles in his 
arms that will be implant¬ 
ed with electrodes, so that 
when he thinks of moving 
his fingers, they will 
understand what he wants 
them to do. 

He should be able to 
pick up a quarter, click on 
a computer mouse and 
strum a guitar. 

“But I won’t know until 
I have one—I haven’t had 
a lot of time to try it out. 
That’s what I’m most 
excited about—figuring 
out what I can and can’t 
do with it, and how well it 
works. From the little bit I 
have used it, it seems like 
I can do a lot, so I'm really 
looking forward to it.” 

Nick has graduated 
from high school, and is 
taking some 
time off to con¬ 


centrate on his health. 

He had hoped to 
become an electrician, 
and had been accepted 
into a college program, 
but any post-secondary 
education has been put 
on hold. 

His mother Karen, her 
fiance and Nick have 
recently moved to a 
Niagara Falls home that 
has been renovated to 
make it easier for Nick to 
manoeuvre around it, 
with no carpets and an 
open concept, some of 
the interior wall 
removed. 

They still need to add a 
stair lift, modify the bath¬ 
room and install a ramp 
in the backyard. 

Karen says now that 
Nick is out of the hospital, 
recovered from the septic 
shock that took his limbs

Niagara on Fire

Whatever the weather, it’s 
bound to be a cold winter’s 
night when the burning of 
Niagara is commemorated. 

As it was 200 years ago. 

An outdoor sound and 
light show and dramatic film 
premiere two years in the 
making will mark the 200th 
anniversary of the day U.S. 
militia retreated from their 
occupation of Niagara, torch¬ 
ing die town as they fled, 
burning all but a couple of 
homes in the Old Town. 

It was a day that shaped 
the destiny of Canada, says 
!812 Bicentennial Committee 
fundraising chair Tony 
Chisholm. 

After some discussion 
about how best to portray the 
events of Dec. 10, 1813, the 
result was a professionally- 
produced 15-minute video 
that will be shown on a large 
screen outdoors at Market 
Square, Saturday, Dec. 7. The 
screen will be set up at the 
back of the parking lot behind 
the Court House, with bales 
of hay placed around the lot 
for seating. 

Along Queen St, lighting 
effects will simulate flames, 
and the town will be glowing 
red. 

The video will tell the story 
of the burning of the town 
from the point of view of a 
fictional survivor of the dev¬ 
astation, and promises to 
leave a lasting memory and 
understanding of the event, 
says Chisholm. 

The video will be available 
for sale the night of the event, 
to help offset production 
costs, and will also be given to 
Niagara schools as part of the 
legacy of the commemora- 

"We want the kids to 
know the truth about what 
led up to the event, why it 
occurred and what were its 
consequences. This isn’t just 
dull Canadian history - this is 
an exciting historical drama 
about what happened right 
here, 200 years ago. Everyone 
who has seen it so far loves 
it." 

The evening of the event, 
the Market Room in the Court 
House will be open with 
refreshments, and some 
Queen St. stores will be open 




for business, with some res¬ 
taurants offering special 
Niagara on Fire menus. 

This is a local event, stress¬ 
es Chisholm, with most of the 
work being done by local vol¬ 
unteers who appreciate the 
significance of die destruc¬ 
tion of the town 200 years 
ago. 

“We’ve been working as a 
sub-committee of the bicen¬ 
tennial committee for well 
over two years. The dedica¬ 
tion to the project has really 
impressed me," says 
Chisholm. 

“The Market Room will be 
open and we are providing 
free entertainment and 
Starbucks will be providing 
coffee and cookies, after 6 

Stores are being given red 
battery-powered candles to 
place in their window the 
night of the event, he said, 
and the list of stores and res¬ 
taurants that stay open will be 
announced during the event 

"It is so rewarding to see 
that literally everyone has 
beenpositive about ourplans. 

everyone to partner, partici¬ 
pate and learn from Niagara 
on Fire." 

Most of the suppliers of 
the event are local to Niagara, 
he says, and the movie was 
acted, directed and edited by 
local people, “but the result is

The Church was used 
first as a hospital by the 
British and Canadian forc¬ 
es and as a barracks by the 
Americans. When Major 
General Sir Isaac Brock 
was killed at Queenston, 
St. Mark’s Rev. Robert 
Addison conducted the 
funeral service and fol¬ 
lowed the cortege to the 
burial site in Fort George. 

The American forces 
occupied the town in 1813. 
They destroyed the Fort 
and dug entrenchments 
from the fort and through

Town flag, 
coat of 
arms to be 
unveiled 

From ashes comes 
rebirth and hope. At least, 
that is what Lord Mayor 
Dave Eke hopes to symbol¬ 
ize on Tuesday, Dec. 10 
when he unveils an official 
town flag 200 years from 
the day when American 
forces burned down 
Niagara. 

The flag and a refreshed 
coat of arms were designed 
by the Canadian Heraldic 
Authority, a division of the 
Governor General’s Office. 
A representative of the 
Governor General wifi be 
on hand for the ceremony 
and to formally proclaim 
the newly-registered let¬ 
ters patent for the new flag 
and coat of arms. 

The public is invited to 
attend a reception, fol¬ 
lowed by the proclamation 
ceremony, as follows: 

At 5:30 p.m. there will 
be a reception in the 
Market Room at the Court 
House, with the proclama¬ 
tion at 6:15 p.m.. 

Following the ceremo¬ 
ny, a procession wifi travel 
to the new flagpole outside 
the Court House for the 
formal raising of the flag. 
The procession wifi then 
continue to St. Mark’s 
Church on Byron St., for a 
candlelight service to com¬ 
memorate the burning of 
the town.

Heritage trail in the works

Two hundred years ago, 
the U.S. militia was prepar¬ 
ing to flee Niagara, burning 
the town as it went, but the 
War of 1812 was far from 
over. 

Especially for the village 
of St. Davids. 

It was a bustling commu¬ 
nity then, with several grain 
and lumber mills, a tannery 
and a blacksmith shop. 

It’s not the economic hub 
that it once was, but it has a 
history to celebrate, and res- 


the significance of that his¬ 
tory, says Harry Murdoch. 

As a member of the St. 
Davids Ratepayers 

Association, he and a com¬ 
mittee of 10 history buffs are 
planning a commemoration 
of the July 18, 1814 burning 
of their village with a one- 
day event 200 years later, 
and a heritage trail to pro¬ 
vide a permanent legacy of 
the many important people 
and events that are part of 
the story of their communi¬ 
ty- 

The committee has cho¬ 
sen about 40 locations, most 
but not all within the urban 
area of St. Davids, where 
they plan to place a marker 
explaining some historically 
significant person or event. 
While some are part of the 
story of the War of 1812, oth¬ 


ers go back even further, to 
the first native community 
in 1650, says Murdoch. 

“There are many people 
here in St. Davids, some new 
to the area and some who 
have lived here a long time, 
and many more who will 
become part of the commu¬ 
nity with all the new devel¬ 
opment, who know very lit¬ 
tle about the rich history of 
their community,” says Jim 
McMicking, also member of 
the heritage committee. 

“We wanted a project 
that puts these things in 
place to help new people 
and existing residents learn 
and understand their histo¬ 
ry’ 

The 200-year anniversary 
of the War of 1812 provides a 
reason to focus on the his¬ 
tory of the village, he says. 

Lowery Park at the cor¬ 
ner of York Rd. and Tanbark 
Rd., will have a new flagpole 
to fly the 1812 flag, with 
markers around it explain¬ 
ing some of the past. 

It’s a good place for resi¬ 
dents and tourists to visit 
and soak up the history of 
St. Davids, says McMicking, 
but it wasn’t the commit¬ 
tee’s first choice. 

The obvious, and more 
visible location, would have 
been at the four comers, on 
a piece of public property at 
the northeast comer of York 
and Four Mile Creek Rd. But 
it’s regional property, and 


the region is studying possi¬ 
ble improvements for that 
intersection, including a 
traffic roundabout, so the 
committee had to move to 
its second choice. 

The heritage supporters 
have been working with the 
Town, and hope to have the 
flagpole funded by the Town, 
with donations to finance 
the markers in specific loca¬ 
tions —either in the form of 
a cheque, a stone to mount 
the plaque on or even some 
time with a front-end loader 
to put the stones in place, 
says Murdoch. 

The committee is esti¬ 
mating a cost of about 
$25,000 for up to 40 plaques, 
and hopes to have the 
majority in place by spring, 
but is prepared for the proj¬ 
ect to move forward in stag¬ 
es as the funding comes in. 

One of the plaques for 
sure will be the Murdoch 
house, “a one-of-a kind 
home built in typical French 
Hugenot fashion,” Murdoch 
says, describing construc¬ 
tion of two layers of stone 
with air space in between, "a 
unique piece of architec¬ 
ture" that belonged to Peter 
Secord, the first Loyalist 
farmer in the village. 

There are others 
in the commu¬ 
nity who feel the 
same pride in 
the heritage of 
their homes and

I remember him pur¬ 
chasing a brand-new car 
from a dealership. After 
the hand shake and 
papers signed Uncle 
Henry reached into his 
coat pocket to pull out a 
wad of cash for the total 
purchase price of the car. 
His rational was if he 
didn't have money to pay 
for something, he didn’t 
need it. 

Seems no matter where 
I shop the first comment I 
hear from cashiers is “Do 
you have a rewards card?” 
The card in question is

either a generic air miles 
reward or retailer specific 
reward program. 

I’ve seen people ahead 
of me at checkout coun¬ 
ters with a whole wad of 
cards they have to sort 
through to find the right 
one. When I’m in a hurry 
it’s rather annoying to 
have to wait the extra time 
it takes for them to find 
the right card. 

As Christmas approach¬ 
es I've noticed a signifi¬ 


cant increase in plastic 
reward or discount cards 
being offered as incen¬ 
tives by retailers. These 
“carrots on a stick" are to 
entice us with the expec¬ 
tation of giving our loyalty 
to particular retailers or 
for particular products. 

Reading the fine print 
on these reward and dis¬ 
count cards reveals that 
corporations not only 
expect loyalty, but they 
also keep track of every 
purchase you and I as 
consumers make. 

Tracking each and 
every consumer purchase 
is valuable information 
for retailers so they can 
target market their prod¬ 
ucts. While these cards 
come with incentives, 
reality is the high cost to 
offer these programs, and 
the cost is borne by all 
consumers. 

This is true whether 
you use the programs or 


not. Retailers have to 
increase the cost of their 
products to pay the price 
of these programs. The 
same is true of credit or 
debit plastic cards we use, 
which increases the cost 
of all our products. 

I’ve not seen it in 
Canada, but when I’ve 
traveled elsewhere certain 
retailers, who happen to 
have lower prices, accept 
only cash for purchases. 
These tend to be smaller 
independent businesses 
who simply cannot afford 
the high cost of reward 
programs or the extra fees 
of credit cards. 

While the plastic cards 
give us the “convenience” 
of not having to carry cash 
we need to be aware of 
the cost of services. 

I have to admit, I’m one 
of those people who carry 
very little cash in my wal¬ 
let. Lately I even suc¬ 
cumbed to one accepting 


one of the retailer reward 
programs, and immedi¬ 
ately was given a message 
“As you use your offers, 
we learn what you like. 
Soon, they'll become tai¬ 
lored to you.” No disguise 
on the target marketing 
purpose of this program. 

Aside from the overall 
increase in goods and ser¬ 
vices to pay for our plastic 
convenience I feel guilty 
these days when I walk 
past volunteers of charity 
organizations who sit out¬ 
side retail outlets solicit¬ 
ing cash donations. 

This time year in par¬ 
ticular it's the Salvation 
Army volunteers to whom 
I have to apologize 
because I have no loose 
“cash” to donate. It cer¬ 
tainly would not do any 
good for the cause if I 
tossed my plastic card 
into the kettle. However, it 
might do my finances 
some good if I did toss the 


With all the plastic 
cards with electronic 
chips embedded in them 
to track my purchases I’m 
beginning to think George 
Orwell was not off the 
mark back in 1948 when 
he published his novel 
"Nineteen Eighty Four.” It 
seems like “Big Brother” 
has arrived and we have 
fully embraced him with¬ 
out question 

With all the cards we 
carry we have willingly 
signed away our personal 
information that tracks 
our every purchase, every 
interest, and every rela¬ 
tionship. 

I’ll admit times have 
changed and it was some 
years ago when Uncle 
Henry passed up on the 
use of credit or rewards. I 
believe he had a financial 
management plan that 
more of us could learn 
from, and that’s my view.

Municipalities can’t stop 
the licensing process if the 
property is zoned for a com¬ 
mercial operation, says 
Henricks, but site plan 
approval is required.

In response to questions 
about a greenhouse opera¬

not guarantee a licence will 
be issued by Health 
Canada. 

One local greenhouse 
operator told the Advance 
he looked into the possibil¬ 
ity, but discovered the regu¬ 
lations are very stringent— 
his location couldn’t meet 
Health Canada rules. It’s an 
attractive option, he added, 
with a possibility of making 
a lot of money without 
needing a lot of greenhouse 

Before submitting an 
application to Health 
Canada for a producer’s 
licence, the applicant must 
provide written notice to 
the municipality, fire 
department and police 


force in the jurisdiction 
where they plan to apply. 
They must also notify the 
same authorities within 30 
days if they are issued a 
licence, legislation states. 

New Health Canada reg¬ 
ulations coming into effect 
April 1 will force medicinal 
marijuana to be grown in 
approved commercial sites 
rather than in approved 
residential homes. 

The existing program of 
legal residential grow oper¬ 
ations for medicinal pur¬ 
poses has been criticized by 
municipalities, police and 
fire departments because of 
fire and electrical hazards 
and the potential for illegal 
activities.

NOTICE TO RESIDENTS 
DEPOSITING SNOW ON ROADWAYS 
AND WINTER PARKING 

DEPOSITING SNOW ON ROADWAYS: 

Residents are reminded that during winter weather conditions, pushing or 
blowing snow and ice onto or across public roadways creates an unsafe 
situation for drivers. 

Section 181. Highway Traffic Act - “No person shall deposit snow or ice on 
a roadway without permission in writing to do so from the Ministry or the 
road authority responsible for the maintenance of the road. ” 

WINTER PARKING: 

Leaving vehicles parked or standing on a roadway in such a manner as to 
interfere with the movement of traffic or clearing of snow from the roadway 
also creates an unsafe situation. 

Section 170. Highway Traffic Act - “Despite the other provisions of this 
section, no person shall park or stand a vehicle on a highway in such a 
manner as to interfere with the movement of traffic or the clearing of snow 
from the highway.” 

To ensure the safe passage of traffic and to prevent interference with 
snow clearing operations, Town Enforcement Officers will be serving 
parking infraction notices and may tow away any vehicles found 
parked on public streets in Niagara-on-the-Lake in such a manner as 
to interfere with the movement of traffic or the clearing of snow from 
the roadway.

ICC provides aid for 
mothers and children 


Benefit dinner to raise 
money for maternal 
health program in Haiti

As an anchor with CTV News 
Channel since 1999, Jennifer Ward is a 
sought-after public speaker. 

The award-winning broadcaster is 
careful about choosing her causes, but 
when she was invited to speak at a ben¬ 
efit in Niagara-on-the-Lake, she didn’t 
hesitate to say yes. 

"We get a lot of requests, and I have 
to pick and choose what I agree to do,” 
says Ward. 

But as a mother and grandmother, 
she adds, “I like to help out when I can 
with anything to do with women and 
children who face hardship.” 

The event is Giving Hope at 
Christmas, and it’s the 40th anniversary 
dinner to benefit International Child 
Care. Proceeds will go to a maternal 
health program in Haiti. 

The program provides health care 
to women in the most impoverished 
northern rural Haitian communities, 
which are isolated due to their geog- 


The goal of the program is to improve 
the health of the vulnerable, especially 
pregnant and nursing mothers and 
children under five, in an area many 
have migrated to as a result of the 2010 
earthquake. 

“As a broadcaster, I’m always report¬ 
ing on events like these, and there is an 
outpouring of aid in response. But then 
a couple of years go by and there are 
still so many displaced people, and 
everyone has moved on to the next 
disaster. It’s almost as if each disaster 
gets trumped by the next one, and we 
lose touch,” she says. 

“If I can help give a voice to those 
who live with so much hardship, I’m 
happy to help. I don't want the plight of 
the people of Haiti, especially the 
women and children, to be forgotten.” 

Ward has never been to Haiti, but 
reporting by talking to people on the 
ground during disasters such as the 
earthquake, hearing people share their 
stories, "you do feel that connection 
with what’s going on, what people are 
going through and what they’re feeling. 
That's hard to forget.” 

Ward says she heard about Leno 
Mori and some of the other volunteers 
who are so dedicated to ICC she 
checked her schedule and yes.

Ward is much in demand 
as a public speaker, often 
to talk about women’s 
health, having faced breast 
cancer and being a cancer 
survivor. 

“We have such great for¬ 
tune here in our country. 
We have the best treatment 
and we never face a medi¬ 
cal bill. One drug alone I 
was taking was $100,000. 
Most countries approve it 
for six months, but you 
need to take it for a year, 
and I was able to, at no cost 
to me. When I think of the 
people who don’t even 
have the barest of necessi¬ 
ties, how can I not help?” 

Ward says she learned 
when she was battling can¬ 
cer, going through radia¬ 
tion and chemotherapy 
treatments and showing up 
for work in a wig while 
keeping her condition from 
the public, that women 
facing struggles do what 
they have to do to get the 
job done. She always tried 
to find a silver lining in 
what she was going 
through, which was easy 
enough when she thought 
of women who were going 



through so much worse. 

That includes the 
women of Haiti, who are 
not only among the poor¬ 
est in the world but live as 
second class citizens, with 
no rights and no control 
over their lives. 

“Yet they have such 
resilience. They just do the 


best they can each and 
every day to look after their 
families.” 

If you just report on 
their hardships and did 
nothing about it, “you’re 
not engaged. You can 
become quite jaded. The 
way not to become hard¬ 
ened, or depressed, is by 
doing what you 
can to help, in 
your own way.” 

Leno Mori, one 
of the organizers 
of the benefit din¬ 
ner to be held at 
Orchard Park Bible 
Church, has been 
involved in ICC 
from the begin¬ 
ning. He has been 
to Haiti many 
times, and he has 
seen the differ¬ 
ence ICC has 
made in the health 
of the Haitians. 

“It has helped, 
there is no ques¬ 
tion about that. 

The poverty still 
exists, obviously, 
but health-wise 
life has improved. 

TB is not as preva¬ 
lent as it was, and

He said the NDP's idea to 
build a south Niagara hospi¬ 
tal and keep existing sites 
open would defeat the pur¬

Matthews’ statement 
comes after Ontario 
Progressive Conservative 
Leader Urn Hudak called on 
the minority government to 
approve a grant allowing local 
authorities to move forward 
in building a south Niagara 
hospital. 

The grant would provide 
the NHS with financing to 
develop a preliminary capital 
plan to identify core services 
and programs, and outline 
governance of the new orga¬ 
nization within the hospital.
